CONGRESS OPENED. 



Beading of tho Message— Business So 
Far Transacted iii Both 
Houses- 



Opinions on the Address— Widely Dif 
ferent Expressions— What 
Some Papers Say. 



WASHINGTON, Deo. 4. — Promptly at high 
noon Vice-President Stevenson called tho 
Senate to order. The blind chaplain, Rev. 
Dr. Millburn, offered a prayer which was 
devoid of any special features, after which a 
roll-call revealed the presence of fifty-six 
Senators, this number being subsequently 
increased to tifty-nine. Without the 
transaction of any preliminary busi- 
ness, Messrs. McPherson and Sher- 
man were appointed on behalf of the 
Senate to join in a similar committee of 
the House in waiting on the President to in- 
form him that Congress was in formal ses- 
sion. A recess of an hour was taken to 
give tho committee an opportunity to per- 
form its errand, which was extended for an 
additional half hour. The reading of the 
message occupied fifty-five minutes, when the 
Senate at 3:55 adjourned until noon to- 
morrow. 

The lirat day's session of tho Fifty-third 
Congress in the House of Representatives 
was characterized by little of the ordinury 
bustle or confusion. Two hundred and forty- 
two members answered to the roll call. 
Tbo desks of representatives O'Neill 
and Lilly, of Pennsylvania, recently 
deceased, were marked with appropriate 
tributes of mourning uud affection. A 
resolution offered by Mr. Banes, Democrat, 
Pensylvania, providing for a committee to 
investigate and report upon the pending 
labor troubles on the Lehigh railroad, went 
over under objection. A joint reso- 
lution offered by Mr. Sayres, Demo- 
crat, Texas, appropriating $50,000 for 
the employment of additional deputy 
collectors of Inland Revenue to aid in car- 
rying into eflect the Chinese Restriction act, 
was adopted. At 1:35 o'clock the reading 
of tho unnual message was begun by Clerk 
Kerr, and was concluded ut 2:55. The 
spectators iu the gallery and members on the 
floor paid close uttention to the reading of the 
document, which was interrupted by ap- 
plause. At its conclusion Mr. Bingham 
(Republican, Pennsylvania,) announced tho 
death of his colleagues. Messn: O'Neill aud 
Lilly, and after adopting tho usual resolu- 
tions of respect and tho appointment of a 
committee to attend the funeral of the late 
Mr. Miller, the House at .'1:05 adjourned 
until 2 o'clock to-morrow. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4. — Senator Sherman, 
Republican, Ohio, when asked his opinion 
of the President's message, declined to talk 
about it at all, saying that he had not been 
able to pay close attention to its reading, 
and did not caro to discuss a subject upon 
which he could not talk intelligently. 

Mr. Mitchell, Republican, Oregon, ob- 
served that tho message in its foreign 
policy, and with special reference to Hawaii, 
was simply indefensible. "Its endorse- 
u,ent,of the tariff," continued Mr. Mitchell, 
" is the endorsement of that which strikes 
a death blow to every industry on the Pa- 
ciii : Coast." 

Speaking for the Populist party, Mr. 
Pfeffer, Kansas, said " The message fulfills 
a prediction I made during the recent de- 
bate on the silver question, and that was 
that there would bo no hope for financial 
legislation at this session of Congress, llo- 
youd thai simple statement I don't know of 
a single thing in the message that is worth 
talking about." 

The views of Mr. Voorhees, of Indiana, 
were naturally antagonistic to those of the 
apostle of Populism. " It is a strong, able 
document," said tho chairman of the 
Finance committee. "Of course I have 
not examined it critically and cannot speak 
with any particularity. I believe it will be 
well received in the country." 

Mr. Stewart (Republican, Nevada), one 
of the most ardent free silver men, summar- 
ized his opinion in this one sentence : "It ia 
the gold standard and bonds, with the auth- 
ority to negotiate with England and make 
that system permanent," 

Mr. MucGuire, Democrat, California, one 
of the leading lights in the House from the 
Pacific Coast, read the message thoroughly, 
and commenting upon it, said : " I regard 
it as an unusually good Bt-ito paper. 
Tho treatment of ths Chinese ques- 
tion is lull and satisfactory, Tito 
treatment of the Hawaiian question 
is not as full as we would like to have it, 
but the suggestion that thero will be u 
iial message on that question with the 
papers bearing upon it, in a few days, justi- 
ces its brevity iu this message. The treat- 
ment of the tariff question i.i lull and slaies- 
inlike, and quite satisfactory to those who 
lievu in the Chicago platform.'' 

San Fkancisco, Dee. 4,— The Post this 
evening says of the President's messago : 

The Hawaiian matter in which people are 
more than ordinarily interested, has had 
no new light cast upon it. Mr. Cleveland 
reiterates too remarks of Secretary Gresham 
and says he gare Minister Wills instruc- 
tions to, as far as possible, right tho wrong 
done tbo Queen by Minister Stevens and 
the Navy, but leaves more definite 
information for another message. The 
President, touches very daintily on 
the subject of the Geary law and 
bolioves that tho Chinese will now registt r, 
a belief that is not shared by the people 
who know the Mongolians best. The PoHt 
had hoped that the President would enun- 
ciate a clear financial policy and i offer a 
substitute for the law that was abrogated. 
He has done nothing of tbo kind. Appar- 
ently he has not hing to offer, and begs that 
nothing will he dono until the commercial 
troubles of the country are settled." 

Tho Bulletin comments at great length 
upon the document, and says : " Tho 
Nicaragua canal receives favorable men- 
tion without any definite recommendation. 
The President thinks it should be con- 
structed under distinctly American auspi- 
ces, but suggests nothing further. That is 
good us far as it goes, but it does not go far 
enough. If Mr. Cleveland established con- 
trol over Congress, he might easily put tho 
momentous matter in a fair way ol satisfac- 
tory settlement. In viow of tho circum- 
stances which have arisen in connection with 
Chinese registration and deportation, it was 
reasonably expected that Mr. Cleveland 
would have something interesting and im- 
portant to say on that Bubjoot, On tho 
contrary, ho dismisses it In a few brief 



paragraphs, Even more unsatisfactory is 
his treatment of tho Hawaiian matter 
Under tho constitution tho President's mes- 
sago is supposed to give Congress infor- 
mation regurding the state of tbo 
country, its relations with foreign powers, 
otc. What he has to say on the Hawaiian 
question is an absolute withholding of in- 
formation. Tho offence in this measugo is 
the ignoring of the right of Congress to 
have any voice in tho settlement of our 
foreign relations, including practically the 
i'.suo of declaring war upon and subverting 
a recoguized government. Tho silver 
question, notwithstanding the attention 
it has attracted, is treated quite 
cavalierly by tho President He thinks 
that tho repeal of the Shormun 
law will have a salutary eflect, but does not 
know how soon or what supplementary 
legislation may be necessary tore-establish 
confidence and put our finances on a sound 
basis, Truth compels the admission that, 
as far as uny visible good effect from that 
repeal thus fur is concerned, Mr. Cleveland 
seems to bo about right in liiH doubts as to 
the time when the benefit will inure." 

Tho Daily Report charges tho President 
with ignoring tho fact that Queen Liliuo- 
kalani was removed by her own people for 
violating the constitution she had sworn to 
obey. Other points in the Presidential 
message, tho Report says, which will also 
give riso to very opposite expressions of 
opinion arc his suggestions that the naval 
strength of the United States be increased 
that the time has come when theappropria 
tions for the building of new ships for th 
navy may bo cut down ; that the United 
States should not meddle in the affairs of 
Samoa, and that the Chinese are sincere in 
their expressed intention to obey the regis- 
tration law.

NEW ZEALAND POLITICS. 

Intense Keeling Developed In Connection 
With the Coming Elections— Women 
Will Vote for the First Time. 

New York, Dec. 4. — Advices from New 
Zealand say that the parliamentary cam- 
paign, which will come to a climax in the 
general elections of next week, has consider- 
ably increased in intensity during tho paBt 
month. The election will be noteworthy 
from the fact that women will bo ablo for 
the first timo in this portion of the colonies 
of Great Britain to oxercioe tho right of 
suffrage. 

By a bare majority of two votes the last 
legislative council conferred the franchise 
on the gentler sex, and as a result the gen- 
eral election of next week will bo held under 
the new law, and tho coming year will see a 
small portion of the British empire governed 
by ministers elected by tho equal votes of 
tho male and female population. It will bo 
the first English experiment iu the direction 
of universal suffrage, and as a result it will 
be watched with inteuso interest by the ad- 
vocates of political equality the world over. 

Although tho Government supported the 
measure on the faco of tho arguments, it op- 
posed it in the lobbies, and used its influ- 
enco among woak-kneed members to bring 
about its defeat, and consequently its pas- 
sage was something in the nuture of a gov- 
ernmental defeat. Efforts have been niE.de 
to reuder the law inoperative, but they 
have proved ineffectual, uud according to the 
advices already referred to the women of the 
colony will exercise their right for the first 
time and to their fullest extent.

Ontario By-Elections a Warning to 
the Mowat Government— Mayor- 
alty Candidate.

Toronto, Dec. 4. — (Special)— Tho re- 
sults of tho two bye-election for the 
Ontario Legislature, in the ridings of North 
Bruce and E ist Lambton, proved a great 
surprise to the Mowat Government, which 
received good majorities in both constituen- 
cies at the general election three years ugo. 
East Lambton returned McCallum, the 
Protestant Protective Association candidate, 
by 403 majority, while North Bruce elected 
MoNaughton, the Patrons of Industry can- 
didate, by over 500. 

Warring Kennedy, of tho well-known 
wholesale dry goods firm of Sampson, Ken- 
nedy A. Co., has definitely decided to run 
fur the mayoralty. Mayor Fleming uud 
Aid. Sanders will also ho candidates. 

Mrs. Darling, widow of Walter Darling, 
is dead of diphtheria. A week ago her six- 
year-old boy died. Miss Minnie Cassolls, 
sister of Mrs. Darling, died yesterday of the 
same disease. 

Rev. Mr. Truax, the clerical heretic, has 
announced his withdrawal from the .Metho- 
dist ohurch. 

The quarterly meeting of the Commercial 
Travellers Association of Canada was held 
on Saturday. The report Bhowed that the 
Assooiatian now has HO, 000 members uud 
about §250,0(10. The nomination of officers 
resulted in tho re-election of C. C. VunNor- 
man us president by acclamation. Boards 
for tho branch in Winnipeg and Victoria, 
B.C., were elected by acclamation. 

Edith, the four year old daughter of 
William Fidge, Yonge street, fell into a pail 
of scalding water yesterday and was burned 
so badly that she died within ton hours. 

Michael J. O'Connor, father of the lute 
William O'Connor, champion oarsman of 
America, died yesterday. 

The Empire commenting on tho result of 
the Ontario bye-election says: " The elec- 
tions go to show wdiat we have been con- 
tending, that there was widespread dissatis- 
faction with the Mowat. policy. The Prov- 
ince is saturated with discontent with the 
men and methods of tho administration, and 
as the general election can only be a few 
months off, events certainly seem to point 
to tho downfall of tho Government iu tho 
near future."

Ottawa, Dec. 4.— The complimentary 
banquet given to Lieutenant-Governor 
Mackintosh at the Rideuu club to-night was 
a great success. About fifty gentlemen 
were present. 

News of tho death of Lieutenant-Governor 
Boyd, of Now Brunswick, came with a 
startling shock to the citizens of Ottawa. 
Governor Boyd had hosts of friends at tho 
Capital, and his sudden demise has caused 
many expressions of deep regret. 
Flags are Hying at half mast on tho pub- 
iic buildings out of respect to Iub memory. 

About two months ago Mr. Boyd was op- 
pointed Governor, to succeed Sir Leonard 
I'illcy. Ho was a native of County Derry, 
Ireland, and was born in 1828. His family 
removed to St. John, N.B., while he was a 
boy, his education being received in the 
Grammar School of that city. His life was 
in great part devoted to commercial pur- 
suits, varied by attention to politics. He 
co-operated with the Tilley party, who 
worked for Confederation aud afterwards 
for the introduction of protectionism. In 
IS79 he was made a Senator, this being his 
only political oflice, though ho held many 
public positions in St. John. 



INSPECTION OF IMMIGRANTS. 

No Friction Between the Canadian and 
American Authorities on the 
Subject. 

Ottawa, Dec. 4.— A recent Washington 
dispatch having stated that the work of tho 
United States immigration inspectors at 
Halifax is causing difficulty with the Cana- 
dian authorities, the people of Halifax com- 
plaining that European paupers, cripples 
and criminals aro dumped into Canada by 
the United States officials, Hon. Mr. Daly, 
Dominion Minister of tho Interior, says 
there is not a scintilla of truth in tho dis- 
patch. There has not been the slightest 
difficulty with the Cunadian authorities, bo- 
cause the examination of immigrants is 
made altogether on shipboard. If the in- 
spectors should reject any immigrant as ine- 
legiblo to enter the United States, he would 
not bo allowed to eettlo in Canada. No 
Kuropean paupers, cripples and criminals 
are allowed to land in Canada under any 
circumstances, Only one immigrant has 
been rejected by the United States officers 
since tho inspection arrangement came iuto 
force. 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Hil i-Breed Frozen to Death— Municipal Elec- 
tions— Woman Shot By Her Son— Clear- 
ing House Established. 

WlNNirEO, Dec. 4. — (Special)— John Ale- 
Nab, a half-breed, aged forty-five, was 
found dead in Springfield municipality on 
Sunday morning. He lost his way while 
returning from Winnipeg on Saturday night 
and perished from the cold. 

The civic nominations lake place through- 
out Manitoba municipalities and in the city 
to-morrow. 

Mrs. William McLeod, of McGregor, waa 
badly injured by tho discharge of a rifle iu 
the hands of her little boy. Tho ball en- 
tered the back of her heud and her life is 
despaired of. 

The Winnipeg bank managers have estab- 
lished a clearing house. The result of the 
lirst day's business showed total clearings of 
$183,331 and balances of $38,146. 

H. Bruce Gordon has been elected presi- 
dent of tho Northwest Commercial Travel- 
lers' Association. 



THE PAPAL LEGATION. 

Contributions Mollis Itulsetl to Purchase it 
Suitable Headquarters. 

Baltimore, Md., Dec. 4, — Collections 
were taken up in every Roman Catholic 
church in this archdiocese yesterday as a 
nucleus to a fund for the purchuso of the 
house in Washington now occupied by Arch- 
bish S^tolli as a permanent homo for the 
papal delegation. A proclamation setting 
apart the collection of to-morrow for this 
purpose was issued by Cardinal Gibbons 
several weeks ago, and most of tho fashion- 
able churches, us well as those in the poorer 
districts, will endeavor to outdo each other 
in the size of their offerings. Similar collec- 
tions will bo taken up during tho next two 
months in every archdiocese in the country, 
and if tho total amount raised is in excess of 
the cost of tho property the balance will bo 
held in trust as a fund to be devoted strictly 
to improvements and repairs.

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MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS. 

To thk Editor:— Did you over see a 
heu go cruzy over n. uuuks that had gone 
into tho water 1 Now, why did not ttiij hen 
hatch out, ohickeua instead ot ducks, and io 
away with occasion for all i his flurry? 
Because juat so long ub tlio people continue 
to set duck rugs there in uo heu in tlio 
world that can hatch chickens out of them. 
There aro men full of suggestions, but who 
never have a plan worth oven their own 
confidence in trying to executo. One emi- 
nent man writes a complaint ugainHl Robert 
Beaven for allowing nuoh a scheme to be 
carried out as tho Suanioh railway ; but 
what would that same gentleman have 
said if the mayor had used his inll uonce 
in preventing tho enterprise from being 
carried out; however he is too late with 
that suggestion. A letter appeared in the 
Colonist on Friday, signed Fifty-One, and 
complains of tho unnatural enlargement of 
the city limits, that tho land has risen to 
assessed values ot from $'2,000 to 5:1,000 per 
acre, with a tax of 545 per acre, which 
makes its unprofitable to grow vegetables, 
etc., and are forced to sell. Now that will 
do to toll some people, but there are others 
who believe it the host plan to take in what 
will no doubt be wanted in a very few years 
and by so doing allow streets and other im- 
provements to be made systematically rather 
than taking in small patches, regardless of 
Bhape. Almost all cities grow by pulsations ; 
tho two extremes coming each about 
seven years apart, and before long the un- 
productive town lot pegs will bo utilized. 
However, the city has been enlarged, and 
the above suggestion is also too late for dis- 
cussion. There aro many peoplo juat 
now who would like to have a few acres and 
to bo compelled to sell at the figures men- 
tioned, which must be about its value if so 
assessed. The city has been alive to its in- 
terest beyond the vision of 51, und cm point 
to a sample of what was once the cfleot of 
his policy, in the shape of a largo pasture 
field in the heart of tho city, compelling 
thoso who should have been on tlio ground 
floor to go out in the hack yard and let the 
owner reap an extravagant advantage at the 
expenso of those who should have had tho 
privilege of buying the nearest unoccupied 
land. It ie tho very principle which 01 is 
advocating, that has driven the peoplo far 
out. making the area of tho city too large 
in proportion to population, thereby causing 
increased expenditure. If you will allow 
property which is or may booh be required 
for building purposes, to be taxed at a rate 
low enough to allow cows to pasture or 
vegetables to ho raised profitably, you will 
soon find the town growing around some 
man's farm because not compelled to sell, 
and tho already rich man roups an uuearned 
and unpaid for advantage, at tho 
expense of theso who would have to 
seek homos at tin unreasonable distance 
from the city proper. His idea that a por- 
tion of land being laid out in town lots is 
causing much money to be sent out of tho 
country for vegetables that had previously 
been grown thereon, is a baseless and ex- 
travagant one, and such croaking lends an 
idea to the outside world that thero is no 
other land in tho country on which vege- 
tables can bo raised. The late tillers of this 
soil have not been driven out of ,tho coun- 
try, neither have they ceased to toil, but 
have only gone further out, cleared new 
land, are now working virgin soil and giv- 
ing to the market a bettor product 
than can be raised from long used 
ground. The plan of placing the execution 
of all public works in the hands of two 
commissioners might bo a good one, but 
there aro many reasons against it. He also 
proposes that an organization of ratepayers 
be formed at onco to keep an eye on tho 
Council's proceedings . That might have 
been all right in '51, but will not do for '91, 
for it is not at all inspiring to have a lot of 
growlers behind you ; but it would be an 
advantago to have an organization of rate- 
payers for tho purpose of ascertaining the 
real requirements of tho city and assist tho 
Council in many ways, instead of falling 
trees in their path ; but even such might 
prove dangerous, for it is not practical men 
who take common sense views of things that 
are at all likely to volunteer in Buch a move, 
ment. 

He alBo suggests that business men 
should be induced to stand as aldermen, 
and that business meetings of the Council 
be held, aa far as possible, in the day time, 
but if he has such advanced ideas, why 
don't he get down to work and formulate 
some plan to get theso men out und elect 
them ? Business men, as a rule, require the 
day time for their own affairs and aro ox- 
pected to be found at their place of busi- 
ness, but, at any rate, day or night sittings 
can beBt be arranged by those who sit. The 
mossback cat jumps out of the bag when he 
aaya that thirty years experience has shown 
that the interests of ratepayers wero better 
conserved under tho unpaid system. \\ e 
would say to this, that up to recent yeara 
there was no great amount of buaineaB 
transacted, and as tho business of 
tho Council increases it becomes the 
harder to get but-insss men who 
are having increased c 
their valuable timo for 
and sacrificing till M" •> 
neas. There are on ,.ui. 
more responsibility and who receivo lesa 
thanks for what they itn t han the Mayor 
and alderman, especially if they do their 
duty, ami in my opininu it would be as 
reasonable to ask t he sanitary officer, market 
inspector, water collectors and street fore- 
men to act without salary aa tho aldermen, 
and if we want hard working, straight for- 
ward business men to give a portion of their 
valuable time for the benefit of the city, wo 
must expect that they receive remuneration 
in Borne way or another. However, aB there 
are two aides to this question, I may be 
astray, and will nominate .Junius, Fifty One 
and Citizen to form a committee, get down 
to business, and put some of their valuable 
plana into execution. 94, 

TREE FLANTLNG. 

To THE EDITOR :— So much interest seeina 
to be taken at. the present time in civic 
affairs that it may not be out of place to 
draw attention, before it ia ton lato, to the 
tree planting which is being done on Beacon 
Hill and along the Dallas road, I presume 
by tho direction of the City Council. The 
holes have been dug and aomo of tho trees 
planted, but no trench has been made to 
carry off the water which will drain into 
the holes off the road and from the surround- 
ing ground. Tho trees which have been 
planted are good specimens, and it Bccma a 
great, pity that their chance ot growing well 
should bo spoilt for want of attentiou to so 
important a detail. H.

"CONTINUITY." 

To THE EDITOR: — It is not my intention 
to trouble your realtors with u long homily, 
but one word spoken by your correspondent 
" Fifty-one " is at onco my excuse und also 
my text — that is, tho question of "contin- 
uity " in civic government. 

Now, air, I would recommend that the 
Council be composed of at least say eighteen 
members, the term of oflico being three 
years. The city being divicied into throe 
wards, aa at present, each ward would semi 
six members. 

At tho first election tho two aldermen 
getting the highest, number of votes in each 
ward would servo tho full term — three 
yeara — tho next two would bo elected for 
two yeara, and the lowest two would be 
elected for ono year. You would thus havo 
six members retiring in rotation every, year, 
and, consequent ly, you retain twelvo of the 
old members, even if the electors send an 
entirely now lot to take tho place of thoao 
whoso term of oflico has expired. 

You thus, to a very large extent, ensure 
"continuity," which I, in common with 
" Fifty-one," hold to be decidedly necessary 
if a city ia to bo well governed aud its 
finances well managed. 

One other thing — let tho Mayor and alder- 
men Bervo the ratepayers for tho HONOK 
conferred upon them by their election, 
rather than for tho paltry " salary " they 
now pay themselves, and I firmly believe 
we should have a much better chanco of 
securing good men and true to till Buch 
responsible offices. 

This is the system followed in England 
by the smaller towns, and the Bame prin- 
ciple, more or less mollified, in the large 
towns, and I haven't yet heard of any out- 
cry there for "government by commission " 
on account of either extravagance or mis- 
management ; neither do 1 know of any in- 
stance when the Government have had to 
appoint a " commission " to try a town or 
" city " council for going into debt. And I 
most, certainly haven't yot seen or heard of 
any town or "city" on this Coast, or on 
this continont, being better managed than 
an averago town or city in that good old 
country.

MUNICIPAL AFFAIIty. 

To thk Editor : — " Citiz m 'a " letter in 
your Sunday issue, ro Bewerago, aa sug- 
gested by me, being too expensive, and fix- 
ing the additional tax at ten millions of dol- 
lars, is so apparently in error "that it would 
be useless to discuss that portion of tho 
communication ; but assuming that tho 
property frontages along which tho sewera 
aro laid, as stated by Citizen, are twenty 

lies, thou tho length of the sowers would 
bo, for taxable purposes, 105,600 feet on 
each Bide of tho streets, or 211,200 feet for 
both aides, which at twenty cents per front 
foot would realize an annual revenue of 

It!. 240. 

The coat- of the complete qnwprs has been 
estimated at $800,000, The interest on 
this sum at 4J per cent, per annum would 
be §.'10,000. The difference between revenue 
and interest would be $0,2-10 yearly, which 
if placed at compound interest at 4 por 
cent, as a sinking fund would in fifteen 
years be moro than sufficient to repay the 
$800,000 loan ; in fact, would leavo a very 
laige surplus. 

The ono and a half per cent, rato, as stat- 
ed by Citizen, if now levied for general ro- 
venuo, must include sutlicient to pay tho 
interest and sinking fund to repay tho sew- 
erage fund already expended, which under 
tho syBtem as suggested by mo, if adopted, 
would not ho required. 

If, however, the citizens prefer that tho 
sewerage system should be paid for by a 
speciafrate lovied on the $18,000,000, tho 
appropriate taxable property of tho city, 
and the sewerage cost, $800,000, then the 
annual rate for soweru/e purposes, to repay 
tho loan with interest, would likely not ex- 
ceed two and one-quarter mills per cent, per 
annum for fifty years. 

Theao calculations have been roughly 
made, but will be found Hour enough for 
this discussion. 

Under tho percentage tax on value, tho 
tax would hoar the heaviest on the moat 
valuable properties, being, say §2 25 on 
each $1,000 rated value, or $4 50 Bewerage 
rate on a Bixty feet frontage lot valued at 
$2,000, us mentioned by Citizen, besides 
freeing the owner from the scavenger's bills. 
The objection to this, however, is that the 
tax would be general, while much of the 
city property for yeara would be without 
sewerage facilities.

with prophecy and clairvoyance and dis- 
courses upon earthly and commonplace mut- 
ters in a reaaonble way, as it does in tlio 
third article of tho aeries, wo cease to be 
amused. On Saturday our contemporary 
comments upon tho filfth of tho delegates' 
resolutions, which is aa follows : 

That this moetiue; of delegates endorse 
the principle of compulsory arbitration, 
and that the Government be urged to Incor- 
porate said principle in tho Act ut tho next 
session of the Legislature." 

Tho Advertiser proceeds to arguo that 
the principle of compulsory arbitration urged 
upon tho Government by the delegates is, 
in the words of Sir Charles RusboI, " a 
most crude attempt to deal with a large and 
important question. It was a distinctly 
retrograde movement. Ho failed to see 
how the law could compel 10,000 men if 
they chose to strike, to go back to work or 
to make employers who chose to stop their 
works re-open them." 

Tho funny part of the Advertiser's 
article is that while it condemns the 
Government severely for giving u 
civil but exceedingly non-committal 
answer to this resolution, it has not a 
word of rebuke for tho labor delegates who 
urgently recommended the Government to 
incorporate tho obnoxious principle in the 
Labor Act. Such inconsistency is simply 
ridiculous. It, certainly would have been 
discourteous in the Government to reject 
the proposition made by tho delegates, .and 
which at any rato is arguable, curtly and 
contemptuously, Bat no sensible man 
Gad fault with -hem for promising to give 
the request of the delegates their Berioua 
consideration. But there is something 
grotesquely absurd in the Advertiser's con- 
demning the (Government's civility while it 
has not a word of censure for tho labor 
delegates who urged tho Government to 
make the " crude attempt " apart of the 
law of the land.

CLAIRVOYANCE APPLIED. 

The Labor Conference and its result have 
greatly exercised tho mind and tho spirit of 
the Vancouver News-Advertiser. TJio action 
of tho delegates bus placed it iu a very dilli 
cult and a very delicate position. It can 
not attempt to justify the demands which 
the delegates made in so peculiar a manner, 
but it evidently believes that it must say 
something eomdemnatory of tho Govern 
ment for declining to entertain demands 
which, it does not venture to say, aro 
either just or reasonable It doos say some 
thing — a very great deal in fact, lint it iB 
a case of many words darkening counsel. 
Our contemporary cannot make even 
a fair start without venturing an 
assumption which is both groundless and 
unwarrantable. It arrogates to itself tho 
attribute of omniscience when it asserts 
" that the Government had a motive for 
inviting delegates quite distinct from tlio 
ostensible motive." Now, when a writer 
commences a train of reasoning by assum 
ing aa true a proposition as to the truth of 
which he cannot possibly know anything, it 
may be taken for granted that his object is 
to deceive his readers. Any reasoning 
founded upon a false assumption such as 
this is. must necessarily bo unsound and un 
reliable. > 

Not only does the editor of tho News 
Advertiser undertake to create a motive for 
the Government, but he by Borne occult pro- 
cess of mind-reading invents a "real object" 
for tho course puraued by tho Ministers. 
This is " to bring discredit on the actions 
of the delegates." Hero the editor finds 
himself in ao sore a strait that ho is forced 
to attribute to the members of the Govern 
ment the supernatural powers which he tries 
to inuke the public believe ho himself pos 
seBBea. If the Government by inviting the 
delegutes to a conference, intended to bring 
them into discredit, it is clear that they 
must have known beforehand how the dele- 
gates would act. They must have foreseen 
that the delegates would make demands to 
which they could not accede, and which 
their friends could not attempt to justify, 
and tho coming events of the confer- 
once must not only have cast their 
shadows before, hut must have 
been clearly seen by the Ministry before 
tho invitations wore issued. An Opposition 
editor must indeed bo badly off for argu- 
ments to urge against tho Government when 
he usee such as can only bo made to have 
tho appoaraueo of reason by attributing to its 
inombera supernatural or preternatural 
powers. Ou tho supposition that both tho 
editor and the Government are clairvoyant, 
the News-Advertiser asserts with the 
utmost confidence that " the whole scheme 
was a trap laid by tho Government to en- 
tangle tho union." 

It is a groat pity that tho delegates did 
not poBBeea tho gift of second-sight aa well 
aa tho Government and tho editor of the 
Nowa-Advertiser. If they had acted with 
roftBon and moderation ; if they had dia- 
cuaaod the Labor Act calmly and intelli- 
gently ; if they had not allowed tho 
prospect of ollico to disturb them, 
and if they had drawn up reso- 
lutions that must recommend themselves 
to tho good senao of the community, thoy 
would havo avoided tho " trap " which tho 
Advertiser says was laid for them, and 
would havo como out of the conference with 
Hying oolora and with a reputation for good 
sonae, disinterestedness and moderation 
that would havo stood them in good stead 
on future occasions. 

Whon the News-Advortisor ceaeea to deal 



VERY MUCH MISTAKEN. 

The labor delegates, if thoy havo (Iodo 
nothing for tho cause of labor, have, it 
cannot be denied, cut out a great deal of 
work for the Opposition newspapers. The 
Victoria Times, tho Vancouver News- Ad 
vertisor, and tho Nanaimo Free Press havo 
worked very hard indeed to lead tho public 
to beliovo that the labor delegates bad Borne 
sort of justification for tho stand they took 
at Victoria, and that tho Government did 
wrong in inviting tho representatives of tho 
trado organizations to a friendly conference 
to consider tho new labor law. Tho dili 
geuco and the zeal of our contemporaries are 
to bo commeudod, but thoy can hardly be 
congratulated on their efforts to put the 
delegates iu tho right or tho Government iu 
the wrong. 

The TimeB contends that tho Government 
had good reason to bolievo that " organized 
labor" would take the position assumed by 
tho delegates. It says : 

"The Colonist wants to know when 
organized labor gave any indications of this; 
but it surely cannot have forgotten the 
action of the Trades and Labor Council in 
this city, with which at the time it found 
fault. That action, if we aro not mistaken, 
was endorsed by other councils in the Pro 
vince. Thoy stated most distinctly their 
opinions that the labor bureau officials 
should be taken from tho labor ranks and 
declarod that they would givo no help in 
tho collection of statistics while tho officials 
were not ao chosen." 

Our contemporary is very greatly mis 
takon. Tho resolution of the Victoria 
Trades anil Labor Council iB fortunately on 
roeord. In that resolution the members of 
the organization did not atate " most dis 
tinctly the opinions that the labor bureau 
officials should be taken from the labor 
ranks." Tho expression of their opinion 
waB very far indeed from being distinct 
What they did say was " that efiicioucy in 
the work of the department demands that 
the interests of labor be recognized in an 
official capacity " — that and nothing more 
This is as far as possible from distinctly do 
mantling that all tho officials of tho Bureau 
be taken from tho ranks of labor. Our con 
temporary iB mistaken, too, when it Btalea 
that we, at the time, found fault with the 
action of the Council. Wo mado no com- 
ment upon it either of condemnation or 
commendation. 

With such license of assertion as our con 
temporary takes, there iB no proposition 
that can be framed that it cannot prove 
Wo aro quite Buro that neither the Govern 
ment, nor any man of common sense, either 
in or out of tho labor organizations, could 
infer from the very indefinite statement 
contained in the Victoria Trades and Labor 
Council's resolution, that tho representa- 
tives of the labor organizations, when they 
mot tho Government in conference, would 
make the demands they did, or prefer them 
in such an arrogant manner. Even tin 
Times iH forced to admit that tho Govern 
ment could not woll have granted "organ- 
ized labor" tho "privilege" of delecting tho 
officers of tho Bureau. 

"Tho request," however, our contempor 
ary continues, " was, nevertheless, quito 
natural from organized labor's point of viow, 
and it must bo remembered that tho Gov- 
erumeuL was iu soarch of organized labor's 
opinion." So it is, in the opinion of tho 
Times, only natural to expect, when men's 
opinions are asked on a subject of very con- 
siderable importance, that thoy will suy 
what in utterly unreasonable, and mako 
demands that cannot bo granted. It 
would bo no harm hero to ask 
our contemporary what was it about 
which tho delegates were asked to givo their 
opinion ? Our contemporary need bo under 
no uncertainty rolutivo to this matter. The 
organizations wero invited by lottor to 
appoint dolegates. Tho subject to bo con- 
sidered was montionod in tho invitations. 
Tho delegates woro thereforo not taken by 
Burprise aa aomo of thoir newapaper apolo- 
gists would havo tho public believe. They 



had more than two weeks to consider tho 
subject to bo deliberated upon at tho con- 
ference. That Bubject was (we quote from 
tho invitation to the Miners and 
Mine Laborers Protective Association, 
Nanaimo) the " Bureau of Labor Statistics 
and Industrial Disputes Conciliation aud 
Arbitration Act, 1S93." Tho work then 
which tho delegates were sent to Victoria 
to do was " to consider " tho Labor 
Statistics Act. Nothing was aaid in tho 
invitation about offices of any kind, or tho 
privilege of nominating tho men who wero 
to fill thorn. But the delegates seem to 
have almost entirely lost sight of the main 
object of tho meeting. The appointments 
to office acems to have been, in their 
opinion, of far more importance than tho 
efficiency of tho law. Now, it Bceins to us 
that men who were really desirous that the 
law should work well would como to a con- 
clusion exactly tho opposite of this. As tho 
duties of the officials of the Bureau are 
almost wholly clerical (we had almost writ- 
ten mechanical), it matters very little indeed 
who fills them, if the men are competent to 
do tho work. Provided the law is fair to 
both employers and employes, and provided 
all the parties concerned aro fairly repre- 
sented ou the BoardB of Conciliation 
and Arbitration it does not matter a row 
of beans, as far us the interests of labor, 
organized and unorganized, are concerned, 
who are the clerks in tho ullico or the coi- 
led ors of statistics outside tho office. 
Workiugmen might perform tho duties 
efficiently or they might not. It might 
gratify some of them to see thoir comrades 
working in tho Bureau, and it is altogether 
laudable for a workingman, if he is com- 
petent, to desire to got a berth in the 
department, but tho important thing is 
that the law itself should be fair and 
effective, and that it should be judiciously 
applied. The delegates do not Beem to 
havo taken this view. They appear to 
have considered that everything depended 
upon the appointments to office, and that 
the efficiency of the law was comparatively 
of far leas importance.

THE PRESIDENTS MESSAUE. 

The I'resident'd message is exactly what 
those who have formed a just estimate of 
tho man might expect it to he. Ou all tho 
subjects noticed and discussed, his utter- 
ances tiro those of a clear-headed, patriotic, 
eon raf,'eoua, honorable man. On the 
Hawaiian question he, after stating clearly 
what ho has dono to find out the exact 
position of the United States with respect to 
the revolution, reiterates his determination 
to do what is fair aud honest iu tho matter. 
The outcry that has been raised by tho un- 
principled jingo press has not caused him 
to recede in the slightest degree from the 
position he took after he win in possession 
of the facts as reported by Commissioner 
Blount. His explanation with reference to 
the Geary Act must bo satisfactory to all 
who are interested in keeping tho reputa- 
tion of the United States for honorable 
dealing without stain. 

With respect to tho tariff, ho shows a de- 
termination to fulfil tho pledges which tho 
party ot which ho is tho head made previous 
to the last presidential election Ho men- 
tions tlmt the true interests of ull classes iu 
tho nation havo been considered in the 
changes that are proposed.

This is a 
subject on which much difference of opinion 
exists and it is to bo expected that, no mat- 
tor what course the President tulics, he will 
bo the object of unmeasured misrepresenta- 
tion and tho most virulent abuse. But, no 
matter how fiercely tho storms may rage 
around his bend, he tuny he depended upon 
rcsolutoly to stand by his principles and to 
do what he believes to be best for his 
country.

A SEAMAN named O'Neill is at present re- 
ceiving attention in the surgical ward of the 
Jubilee hospital, having broken both legs by 
a fall from aloft on the schooner Sadie 
Turpel. 

The Foresters' hull, on Government 
street, has been secured by Mr. F. Victor 
Austin for the ii rat of his aeries of subscrip- 
tion concerts, which is set for the third 
Tuesday in January. 

DECEMBER 11 and 12 are the dates sot 
apart tor oho Y.M.C. A fair, which will take 
place under the patronage of the Lieut.. 
Governor. Preparations are being made for 
an attruetive entertainment, 

TlIE leotture and concert to be provided at 
St. John's school to-morrow evening, givea 
promise of using a particularly pleasant 
affair. The orchestra composed of Professor 
Haynes' pupils, will take a prominent part 
in the concert programme.

I.n* the City Police court yeatorday An- 
drew Ohlsen was tried for the larceny of a 
carcase of mutton, convicted and sentenced 
to two mouths imprisonment at hard labor. 
Ohlsen swore that ho found the mutton in 
question lying on the sidewalk somewhere in 
Chinatown, but tho other evidence went to 
prove that he had climbed over the "fence " 
and into Mr. L. Goodacre's meat market 
during the atill watches of tho night and had 
then and there appropriated thoaaid carcase 
of mutton. 

In the Christ Church Cathedral Maga- 
zine tho special arrangements for Advent 
are announced. In addition to the regular 
services the Bishop will hold a liiblo class 
every Tuesday afternoon at .'!, and short 
addresses upon the Church Catechism will 
bo given by Canon Keaulands on Wednes- 
day at 8 o'clock, and there will also lie a 
series of short sermons by Rov. J, B. Hew- 
otson on Friday evenings at 8 o'clock. The 
annual sale of work by tho " Willing 
Workers " is also announced for Wednes- 
day, December l.i, in aid of tho Sunday 
schools. 

Tita attendance at tho servico for men 
only, at Christ Church Cathedral on Sun- 
day ufternoon, was most satisfactory. 
After the singing of tho " Old Hundred"" 
and a couplo of collectH, a short anthem was 
given by tho choir, Mr. Wollaston taking 
tho solo part. The address was given by 
tho Bishop upon Rom. xiii, 13 : " Let us 
walk honestly, as in tho day," and deal 
with honesty (1) to ourselves (2) to our 
fellow men, and (.'!) to God. A hymn 
brought tho servico to a close, and it is 
hoped that these services will be held in 
future on the first Sunday of every month. 

Indians and whiskey filled the Provincial 
Police Court yesterduy and gave Stipendiary 
Magistrate Macrae plenty of business dur- 
ing the afternoon. Olaf Hague, who was 
captured on Sunday by Sergeant Langley 
and Otlicer Houson, being at the time in 
charge of a liquor laden sloop at Beechy 
Kay, waa charged with having intoxicants 
in his possession on a reserve. He was fined 
J.'ill and $27 costs. The liquor cargo on the 
Mystery was next dealt with. It was shown 
that the charterers of tho steamer had no 
knowledge of what tho Siwoshes were bring- 
ing ou board, and they were accordingly 
charged as usual — with having intoxicants 
in their possession. Joe James was ordered 
to pay S50 anil §0 costs, and Mary Ann and 
Eliza §25 each, also with costs. Three 
other Indians not known to have been in 
actual possession were discharged. Rich- 
ard Roscoe, who supplied tho liquor, was 
fined $100 and costs, or in default Bix 
months' imprisonment. 

Tin-: familiar face of Charles Wilson will 
in all probability bo missed from tho City 
Police court for half a year. He was in the 
dock ug kin yesterday, charged with stealing 
bed clothing from tho Angel Hotol, and was 
sentenced to a term of six months with hard 
labor. Wilson's record is a bad one. On 
July 28 ho mado his first appearaneo as a 
law breaker ; he was out of work at the 
time and applied to tho proprietor of tho 
Caledonian dye works for a job of wood 
sawing. He was told to go ahead, and he 
then discovered that ho had no saw. A saw 
was purchased, but instead of using it ho 
sold it at the nearest pawnshop, for which 
wrong doing he was sent down for ono 
month. Coming out of jail on Seplombor 
5, he obtained a dollar from an Indian, 
ostensibly to buy whiskey, but cheated tho 
child of the forest, and was Bent down for 
another month. On Octobor 11 ho was 
again in the bunds of tho police for identi- 
cally r,he same oHoiicc ; this time ho saw a 
loophole of escape and oleoted for trial by a 
jury. Before tho Aasizes, for whiih tho 
case was set, tho Indian witnesses htd loft 
tho locality. Wilson was roleased ou his 
own rocognizanco. On Thursday last ho 
applied to Rev. Joseph Hall and obtained 
an order for a night's lodging at tho Angol 
Hotel ; the next ovouing ho obtained simi- 
lar accommodation from Rov. K. Rohaon. 
On Saturday morning ho stolo tho spread, 
blankets and rug from the second bed in the 
iroom he occupied, and found salo for them 



ou Johnson atreot. His only defenco was 
impertinence to tho bench, and tho state- 
ment that anyone else might have atoleu 
tho goods. 

Tracki.aying on tho Victoria and Sidney 
railway has now advanced beyond the now 
trestle between Elk lake and the Royal Oak. 
Tho graders uro at present working closo in 
to tho city.

Officer Houson went up to Nanaimo 
yesterday with tho Indian boy Thomas 
(inry, charged with stealing upwards of 
§200 in cash from tho store at Essiugton. 
It is understood ho will pleud guilty anil 
make such restitution as he can. 

THERE is an exceptionally heavy file of 
business to be disposed of by the Council of 
the Board of Trade this morning, and a 
speiiial reminder has been sent, out asking 
tho members to attend the meeting as near 
1 1 o'clock as possible. At 11.45 Mr. John 
Hill Twigg will address the Council on tho 
Silver Question. 

Tin: Young People's Association of the 
Central church held a very pleasant meet- 
ing last night, tho time being occupied with 
readings, recitations, etc. The principal 
feature of the programme was a paper read 
by Mr. Frank Hedges, entitled "Imperial 
Federation." which will be tho subject of a 
debate on Monday evening, the 18th inst. 

Tin: Sunday services in tho Central 
church wore conducted by Rev. Rolph Dull', 
of the First Congregational church, Van- 
couver, who exchanged pulpits with tho 
pastor, Rev. P. McF. Macleod. He took 
for hiu Bubject in the morning Heb. 4-16, 
and in the evening Eeolea. i) 10, texta upon 
which ho delivered very eloquent and 
earnest sermons.

Rugby rules in that city on Christmas Day. 



A citowuKD houso greeted Evangelist 
Read at Calvary Baptist church Sunday 
night. After the baptism of eight adults, 
the evangelist apoko on the question : 
" Why ia Holl Called the Bottomless Pit?" 
Piling text upon text for ono hour he held 
the closo attention of the large congrega- 
tion. At an after meeting tho hand of fel- 
lowship was extended to thirteen adults 
who have been immersed during the last 
month. Last night a fair congregation lis- 
tened to a sermon on the Creutor, fall and 
character of the Devil. The meetings con- 
tinue each aflernoon and evening this week. 

Examinations of candidates for admission 
to the high schools commenced in the four 
chief eentrea of the Province yesterday, and 
will be continued to-day. At Victoria 74 
boys and girls presented themselves, the 
number being largely in excess i f tho at 
tendance at any previous examination. The 
candidates include not only pupils from the 
Central school, but also several from the 
public schools in the neighboring rural dis- 
tricts, and from private schools. If the 
average number pass, between forty and fifty 
pupils will ho immediately added to the at- 
tendance at the High school, where now 
there are upwards of a hundred, and the 
appointment of a new teacher will probably 
become a necessity. 

Sara Loud Bailey, tho famous Boston 
elocutionist, gave u very delightful enter- 
tainment at tho Victoria theatre yesterday 
evening, presenting a programme well fitted 
to display her versatility as well as her 
dramatic ability. " The Chariot Raco " 
(from Ben Hur), though appearing in tho 
literary bill of fare, was not given ; tho pro- 
gramme included, however, such attractive 
numbers as "A Lifo for a Life," and "Tho 
Experiences of a Genius" — tho favorite 
selections. — " Tho Boston Vendor's Call," 
" How tho Ladies Usually Fish," " Money 
Musk," "Prompt Obedienco," and "Tho 
Engineer's Signal." Adding to tho pleasure 
of tho evening was an excellent musical pro- 
gramme provided by tho house orchestra. 

Christian Petersen, whoso claim to bo 
duck-hunting with no appliances save a 
revolver and a bowie knife, lod to an in- 
vestigation resulting in hia arrest, ia likely 
to serve his country for a considerable 
period. While ho is putting in three 
months for stealing a coat and vest from a 
foreman on tho E. it N., tho authorities aro 
accumulating ovidonco of his connection 
with other crimes. Tho Provincial police 
expect to prove against him tho larcouy of a 
quantity of olothing from a Chinamen up 
tho line, and the burglary of Mra. Hemans' 
residenco on tho Esquimalt road. Tho city 
polico can show protty conoluaivoly that tho 
goods found in his shack are those taken 
from tho stores of Grico Brothers and Mr. 
Walker, which were burglarized not long 
ago. Before those charges are diaposed of 
it is likely that a number of others will bo 
ready, as Petorson appears to havo been ex- 
ceedingly industrious in his lino. 



THE TEMPERANCE QUESTION. 

Formation of u New and Powerful Organiza- 
tion Advocated. 

A meeting of temperance workers was 
held in Temperance hall last evening, Pott- 
master Noah Shakespeare in tho chair. 
After einging, prayer was offered by Rov. 
E Robson. 

The first address wan made by Mr. Rob- 
son, hia topic being, " Do the present torn 
peranco organizations in Victoria accom- 
plish all that should bo done in that direc 
tion ? " To this question the speaker gave a 
negative answer, holding that tho evil de- 
plored hud not been at all abated. Tho 
points of weakness in the3e societies were 
noted, and the speaker considered that no 
method would succeed unless it effected the 
union ef the temperance and prohibition 
sentiment at the polls. Ho did not consider 
it tho duty of temperance peoplo to look 
after infringements of the license laws by 
tho liquor sellers. Tho peoplo should eleot 
tho right men to tho City Council, put in 
the right kind of officers and they would 
enforce tho laws. 

A recitation was given by Mr. 
James Morrison, entitled " Tho Social 
Glass," and Rev. Mr. Winchester was 
then called upon and delivered an eloquent 
address on tho question " What new or- 
ganization is required to accomplish our 
purpose?" Mr. Winchester agreed with 
the previous speaker as lo tho need of some- 
thing additional, but just what? He con- 
sidered that what is needed is more of the 
true spirit of Christ. Said ho: "Justus 
His self-denying spirit actuates us shall we 
succeed in this great work. We can do 
nothing worthy with all our societies unless 
tho power of Christ he behind them. What 
wo want is men for this work, the right 
kind of men." He assured his hearers that 
"tho liquor traffic will destroy us and our 
children, unless wo destroy it." Ho was 
not prepared to say just what form such an 
organization should take. J lo was not par- 
ticular about tho name or form, "but," he 
urged, " let tho effort bo to Bavo men from 
their sins. Those whose vote sustains the 
traffic are partakers in the guilt equally 
with tho dealers." 

Rev. Mr. Coombs was then called upon 
but was not present. Rev. Mr. Cleaver bo 
ing in tho audience was called for und re 
sponded in a neat apology, declining to speak 
upon Buch an important theme without pro 
parat ion. 

Tho congregation then sang "Onward 
Christian Soldiers," after which a collection 
was taken. The chairman then invited any- 
one present to speak upon either sido of 
question. The name of Mr. A. Wilaon was 
called, but ho did not respond. Mr. James 
Morrison then mado a few remarks upon tho 
subject of " High License." 

Tho meeting was then brought to a closo 
by a fow appropriate remarks from tho 
chairman and additional observations by 
Mr. Winchester. 



MUNICIPAL VOTERS. 

The Printed Lists Filed for Inspection by nil 
Concerned. 

The Municipal voters' list closed yester 
day, except for tho alterations and addi 
tions which may bo made by the Court of 
Revision to bo hold next weok. Those en 
titled to vote at the election of mayor and 
aldermon include all owning or assessed for 
roal property, all householders paying not 
less than sixty dollars annual rental, and 
all holders of trade licenses, provided that 
in each caao all taxes und fees duo to the 
municipality have been paid by the 1st of 
December, and in tho case of householders 
that they havo been such for six months 
immediately preceding tho 6th of Novem 
ber. Two printed copies of the complete HstB 
wore filed in the City Clerk'a office at two 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, having been 
very expeditiously printed in a manner 
reflecting great credit on all concerned. 

The manuscript " copy " waa furnished 
to T. B. Macabe, tho superintendent of the 
Colonist Job Printing Department, at 
7 o'clock on Friday evening, tho fact that 
all paying taxes up to tho closing of the 
treasurer's office on that day were entitled 
to huve their names enrolled, making it 
necessary to hold tho copy back until that 
time. Work waa immediately commenced 
by a skilled atufi* of printers, ami kept up 
that evening, all Suturday, and yesterday 
morning, Sunday of course being observed as 
a day of rest, and tho progress was so satis- 
faotory that, early in tho afternoon, two 
complete printed copies, neatly bound, were 
realy for delivery. The printed matter 
makes 220 pages. Tho accomplishment of 
thia work in so short a space of time made 
for the Colonist job room a record which 
compares favorubly with that of any other 
printing office in tho Dominion. 

One book contains tho namcaof all votors, 
in the three wards, for Mayor, and another 
thoso entitled to vote for school trustees. 
There aro ,'S,07.'t mayoralty voters, including 
the duplicates — those who having property 
in more than one ward have their names ou 
tho list in each. For school trustees the 
number is about 250 less, neglect to pay the 
school tar. making the difference. Tho 
voters for aldermen number 7b!) for the 
Centre, 874 for the South, und 1,430 for the 
North ward.

Foreign Relations— Hawaiian Situation 
—The Silver Issue— Chinese 
Immigration. 



Fraudulent Pensions— Future of the 
Indian— Civil Service Reform- 
Tariff Legislation. 



Washington, Dec. 4. — The following is 

tt synopsis of the President's metisago to 
Conprena : 

It is hardly necessary for mo to stato 
that the questions arising from our 

RELATIONS WITH HAWAII 

have caused serious embarrassment. Just 
prior to the installment of the proaent ad- 
ministration, the oxiating Governmout of 
Hawaii had been suddenly overturned, and 
a treaty of annexation had been negotiated 
between the Provisional Government of the 
islands and the United States and sub- 
mitted to the Senate for ratification. This 
treaty I withdrew for examination and dis- 
patched Hon. James H. Blount, of Georgia, 
to Honolulu, as a special commissioner to 
make an impartiul investigation of the cir- 
cumstances attending the change ef govern- 
ment, and of ull the conditions bearing upon 
tho subjoct of tho treaty. After a thorough 
and exhaustive examination Mr. Blount 
submitted to me his report, showing beyond 
all question that tho constitutional govern- 
ment of Hawaii hud been subverted with 
tho active aid of our representative to that 
Government, and through the intimidation 
caused by the presence of an 

ARMED NAVAL FORCE 
of the United States, which was landed for 
that purpose at tho instance of our minis- 
tor. Opon learning the ficta as developed, 
it seemed that tho only honorable courBO for 
our Government to pursue was to undo what 
had been done by those representing uh, and 
to reatore aa far ua practicable tho status ex- 
isting at the time of our forciblo interven- 
tion. With a view of accomplishing this 
result within the constitutional limits of our 
power, and recognizing all our obligations 
and responsibilities growing out of any 
changed conditions brought about by our 
unjustifiable interference, our present minis- 
ter at Honolulu lias received appropriate in- 
structions to that ond. Thus far no infor- 
mation of the accomplishment of any detinito 
results has been receivid from him. Addit- 
ional advices are soon expected. When re- 
ceived they will be promptly sent to Con- 
gress, together with all other information ut 
hand, accompanied by a special executive 
message fully detailing all the facts neces- 
sary to a complete understanding of the 
caso and presenting a history of all material 
events leading up to tho present situation. 
While our 

FOREIGN RELATIONS 

have not during the past year been entirely 
free from perplexity, no embarrassing situa- 
tion remains that will not yield to the spirit 
of fairnesa and love of justice, which, 
joinod with consistent firmness, characterize 
u truly American foreign policy. The out- 
break of domestic hostilities in the republic 
of Brazil found tho United States alert to 
watch the interesta of their citizens in that 
country, with which wo carry on an im- 
portant commerce. Several veaaela of our 
new navy are now and for some time have 
been atationed at Rio de Janeiro. The 
trouble between the established government, 
which controls the machinery of adminis- 
tration, and with which wo maintained 
friendly relations, and certain ollicers of the 
navy, employing the vessels of their com- 
mand in an attack upon the national ejpitul 
and chief sea port, and lacking, as it does, 
the elements of undivided administration, 1 
hove failed to see that the insurgents can 
reasonably claim recognition us belligerents. 
In continuation of our fixed policy of partial 
neutrality in such a state of ull'uirs as now 
exists, I deemed it necessary to disavow in 
a manner not to be misunderstood tho un- 
authorized action of our late naval com- 
mander in those waters, in saluting the re- 
volted Brazilian admiral. The legislation 
of la8t year, known as 

THE GEARY LAW, 
requiring the registration of all Chinese lab- 
orers entitled to residence in the United 
States, and the deportation of all not com- 
plying with the provisions of the act within 
the time prescribed, met with much opposi- 
tion from the Chinamen in this country. 
Acting upon the advice of eminent counael 
that the luw waa unconstitutional, 
the great ma'.a of Chinese laborers, 
pending judicial inquiries to its val- 
idity, in good faith declined to apply 
for the certificates required by ita pro- 
visions. It is believed that, under the recent 
amendment of the act extending the time 
for registration, Chinese laborers thereto en- 
titled who deaire to reaitlo in this country 
will now avail themselves of tho renewed 
privilege. 

Our relations with tho French republic 
continue to be intimate and cordial. I sin- 
cerely hope that the extradition treaty with 
that country, as amended by the Senate, 
will soon be operative. 

While occasional questions alfecting our 
naturalized citizens returning to the land of 
their birth have urisen in our intercourse 
with Germany, our relations with that 
country continue satisfactory. 

The questions affecting our 

RELATIONS WITH GREAT nillTAIN 

have been treated in a spirit of friendli- 
ness. Negotiations uro in progress 
between the two governments with 
a view to such concurrent action 
ttH will malcc the award and regulations 
agroed upon by the Behring Sea tribu- 
nal of arbitration practicilly effective, 
and it is not doubted that Great Britain 
will co operate freely with this country for 
the accomplishment of that purpose. 

The dispute growing out nf tho discrim- 
inating tolls imposed on the Wetland canal 
upon cargoes of cereals bound to and from 
tho lake ports of the United States was ad- 
justed by the substitution of a moro equit- 
able schedule of charges, and my predeces- 
sor thereupon suspended his proclamation 
imposing discriminating tolls upon British 
transit through nur canals. A request for 
additions to the liar, of extraditable offences 
covered by the existing treaty between the 
two countries is under consideration 

Our relations with Mexico continue bo of 
that cloae and friendly nature which should 
always characterize tho intercourse of two 
neighboring nations. 

Led by a deairo to composo differences 
and contribute to the restoration of 

ORDER IN SAMOA, 

tho United States, departing from its policy 
entered four years ago into the treaty of 
Berlin, thereby becoming jointly bound 
with England and Germany to establish and 
maintain Malletoa Laupepa as King of 
Samoa. Early in tho life of this triple pro- 
tectorate, tho native dissensions it was de- 
signed to quoll, revived. Mataafu, an 
aspirant to the throno, and a largo number 
of his native adherents wcro in open rebel- 
lion on ono of the islands. Quito lately, at 
tho request of othor powers, and in fulfil- 



ment of its treaty obligation, this Govern- 
ment agreed to unite in a joint military 
movement of such dimensions as would 
probibly Brouro tho surrender of tho Insur- 
gents without bloodshed. Mataafa was de- 
feated and a number of his men killed. 
Tho chief and ten of his principal supporters 
wero deported to a German island of tho 
Marshall group, where they oro held as 
prisoners under tho joint responsibilities 
and cost of the threo powers. This incident 
and tho events leading up to it signally 
illustrate the impolicy of entangling alli- 
ances with foreign powers. 

Since the passage of the act of March 3, 
1S03, authorizing tho President to 

RAISE THK GRADE OK OUR ENVOYS 

to correspond with tho rank in which foreign 
countries accredit their agents hero, Great 
Britain, France, Ituly and Germany havo 
conferred upon their representatives at this 
capital the title of ambassador, and I have 
responded by accreditieg tho agents of the 
United States in thoao countries with tho 
samo title. A like olevation of mission is 
announced by Russia, and when made will 
bo similurly mot. This step fittingly com- 
ports with the position tho United States 
holds in tho family of nations. 

Upon proof that tho legislation of Den- 
mark secures copyright to American citi- 
zens on equal footing with ita own, tho 
privilegea of our copyright laws have been 
extended by proclamation to subjects of 
that country. 

In his reference to tho report of tho Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, the President Bays : 
Tho recent repeal of tho law requiring the 
purchase of silver bullion by the govern- 
ment as a feuturo of our monetary scheme, 
has made an entire change in the complexion 
of our currency affairs. I do not doubt that 
the ultimate result of this action will bo 
most salutary and far-reaching. In tho no- 
turo of things, however, it is impossible to 
know at this timo precisely what condition 
will bo brought about by the change, or 
what, if any, supplementary legislation 
may, in the light of such conditions, appear 
to bo essential or expedient. Of course, 
after tho recent perturbation time ia neces- 
sary for tho 

RE- ESTABLISHMENT OE BUSINESS CONFIDENCE. 
When, however, through this restored con- 
fidence tho money which has been fright- 
ened into hoarding places has been returned 
to trade and enterprise, a survey of tho 
situation will probably disclose a safe path 
leading to a permanently sound currency 
abundantly sufficient to meet every require- 
ment of our increasing population and 
busiueas. 

In pursuit of this object wo should reso- 
lutely turn away from alluring and tempor- 
ary expedients, determined to bo content 
with nothing leaa than a lasting and com- 
prehensive financial plan. In theso circum- 
stances I am convinced thut a reasonable 
delay in dealing with this subject, instead 
of being injurious, will increase the proba- 
bility of wise uction. 

The admonitions of the last two years 
touching our publio health and tho demon- 
stration of tho danger of the introduction of 
contagious diaeaaes from foreign porta hus 
invested tho Bubject of national quarantine 
with increased intoreat. A moro general 
and harmonious system than now exiata, 
acting promptly and directly everywhere, 
and couatantly operating by preventive 
means to shield our country from tho in- 
vuaion of disease and at the samo timo 
having duo regard to tho rights and duties 
of local agencies, would, I believe, add 
greatly to the safety of our people. 

The Secretary of War reporta thot tho 

STRENGTH OF THK ARMY 

on the 30th day of September lust waa 25,« 
778 enlisted men and 2,144 officers. Neither 
Indian outbreuka nor domestic violence 
have called the army into service during tho 
year, and the only active military duty re- 
quired of it has been in tho department of 
Texas, where violations of the neutrality 
laws of tho United States and Mexico wero 
promptly and efficiently dealt with by the 
troops, eliciting the warm approval of tho 
civil and military authorities of both coun- 
tries. The operation of wise lawa and the 
influenco of civilization constantly lending 
to relieve tho country from the dangers of 
Indian hostilities, together with tho increas- 
ing ability of tho States through tho effi- 
ciency of the national guard organizations 
to protect their citizens from domestic vio 
lence, led to the suggestion that the time is 
fast approaching when there should be a re- 
organization of our army on the lines of tho 
present necessities of the country. 

It is gratifying to note that wo havo be- 
gun to attain completed results in tho com- 
prehensive achemo of 

SEA COAST DEFENCE AND FORTIFICATION 
entered upon eight years ago. A large Bum 
has been already expended, but the cost of 
maintenance will be inconsiderable as com- 
pared with the expense of construction and 
ordnance. At the end of tho current calen- 
dar year the War Department will have 
twenty 9J inch guns, twenty 10-inch and 
thirty-four 8 inch gune ready to bo mounted 
on gun lifts and carriages, and seventy-five 
12 inch mortars. 

Tho work of locating and preserving the 
lines of battle at the Gettysburg battlefield 
is making satisfactory progress on the plans 
directed by tho last Congress. 

The reports of tho military academy at 
West Point and the several schools for 
special instruction of officers show marked 
advance in tho education of tho army and 
a commendable ambition among ita officers 
to excel in the military profession and to tit 
themselves for the highest service to tho 
country. 

The report of tho Attorney-General con- 
tains the usual summary of tho affairs and 
proceedings of the 

DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 

for tho past yoar, together with certain 
recommendations as to needed legislation on 
various subjects. I cannot too heurtily en- 
dorse the proposition that the fee system, as 
applicable to the compensation of United 
Staten attorneys, marshals, clerks of federal 
courts and United States commissioners, 
should bo abolished with as little delay a 
possible. It is clearly in the interest of th 
community that the business of tho court? 
both civil and criminal, shall he as small 
and us inexpensively transacted as tho ends 
of justice will allow. Tho system is there 
foru thoroughly vicious which makes 
the compensation of court officials 
depend upon the volume of such 
business, and thus creates a conflict bo- 
tween tho proper execution of tho law 
and private gain which cannot fail to bo 
dangerous to the rights and Ireedom of tho 
citizen and the irresistible temptation to 
tho unjustifiable expenditure of publio 
fundB. If In addition to thia reform another 
was inaugurated which would givo to tho 
United States commissioners tho prosecu- 
tion of petty offenders within tho grade of 
misdemeanors, especially those coming un- 
der tho intornal revenue laws, a great ad- 
vance would bo made towards a more de- 
cent administration of the criminal law. It. 
is therefore apparent that the reasons given 
in 1885 for a change in tho manner of en- 
forcing tho Federal criminal luw have 
gained cogency and atrongth by lapse of 
timo. Tho report of

endar months next preceding tho 'first day of 
January 1891, and who has paid, on or before 
tho first day of December, JSUil, all municipal 
rates, taxes and licenso fees, exclusive of water 
rate or water rent, payablo by him or her, and 
who, on tho fourth day of December, 1893, shall 
have been a resident of Lho municipality for at 
least one year previous lo tho said fourth day 
of December. 

(3) Any male or female, being a British sub- 
ject of Lho full ago of twenty-one years, who 
has resided and been a householder in the 
municipality for tho six months immediately 
preceding the 6th day of November, 1893, and 
who pays In the city of Victoria a rental or 
rout value as such householder of not less than 
sixty dollars per annum, and who shall have

tionB of the postal department during the 
last fiscal year, and much interesting in- 
formation touching this important branch of 
the public service. The business of the 
mails indicates with absolute certainty the 
condition of the business of the country, and 
depression in financial affairs inevitably and 
quickly reduces the postal revenues. There- 
fore a larger discrepancy than usual be- 
tween the post oiliee receipts and expendi- 
tures is the expected and unavoidable re- 
sult of the distressing stringency which pre- 
vailed throughout the country during much 
of the time covered by the posttnasi.cr-gen- 
eral's report. At a date when better times 
were expected it was estimated by his pre- 
decessor that the deficiency on the 30th day 
of Juno, lS'J.'J, would be only a little over 
a million and a half dollars. It amounted, 
however, to over fivo millions. Tho report 
of the secretary of tho navy exhibits a most 
gratifying 

CONDITION OK THE NAVY. 

During the past six months the demands for 
cruising vessels havo been many. There 
havo been revolutions calling for vessels to 
protect American intorests in Nicaragua, 
Guatemala, Costa Rica, Honduras, Argen- 
tina and Brazil, while tho condition of 
ulTairs in Honolulu has required the con- 
stant presence of oue or more ships. Pro- 
gress in the construction of now ships bus 
not been jr rapid as was expected. There 
have been delays in tho completion of un- 
armed vessels, but for tho most part they 
have been such as are constantly occurring 
even in countries having the largest experi- 
ence in ship building. Tho most serious 
delays, however, havo been in the work upon 
armored ships. The trouble has been in 
tho failure of contractors to deliver armor 
as agreed. Tho difficulties seem hwever, 
to have been all overcome. As a result of 
tho experience acquired by shipbuilders ami 
designers and material meu, it is believed 
that tho dates when vessels will bo comple- 
ted can now bo estimated with reasonable 
accuracy. Great guns, rapid tiring guns, 
torpedos and powder are being promptly 
supplied. While lam distinctly in favor of 
consistently pursuing the policy we have in- 
augurated of building up a thorough and 
efficient navy, I 'cannot refrain from the 
suggestion that Congress should carefully 
take into account tho number of unfinished 
vessels on our hands and the deplorable con- 
dition of the treasury in considering the pro- 
priety of an appropriation at this time. Tho 
report of the 

SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR 

who has tho supervision of so many impor- 
tant subj-iota is of especial value and 
interest. On the 30th day of June, 1893, 
there were on the pension rolls 090, Ul '2 
names, or an increase of 19,910 over tho 
number on tho rolls of June 30th, 1892 
The diEcovery having been made that many 
mures had been put upon the roll by means 
of wholesale and gigantic frauds, the com- 
missioner suspended payments upon a num- 
ber of pensions which seemed to be fraudu- 
lent or unauthorized pending a complete ex- 
amination, giving notice to the pensioners in 
order that they might havo an opportunity 
to establish if possible the justice of their 
claims notwithstanding apparent invalidity. 
I am unable to understand why frauds in 
the pension department aliould not be ex- 
posed ond corrected with thoroughness 
and vigor. Every name fraudulently put 
upon these rolls is a wicked imposition upon 
the kindly sentiment in which pensions have 
their origin, livery fraudulent pensioner 
has become a bad citizen ; every fulse oath 
in support of a pension has made perjury 
more common, and falso and undeserving 
pensioners rob tho people not only of their 
money bat of their patriotic sentiment, 
which the survivors of a war, fought for the 
preservation of the union, ought to inspire. 
Thousands of neighborhoods have their 
well-known fraudulent pensioners, and re- 
cent developments by the bureau establish 
apalling conspiracies to accomplish pension 
frauds. By no means tho least wrong done 
is to drive away deserving pensioners, who 
certainly ought not to bo condemned to 
such association. Those who attempt in tho 
line of duty to rectify theso wrongs should 
not be accused of enmity or indifference to 
the claims of the honost voter. The condi- 
tion of tho 

INDIANS AND THEIIt ULTIMATE I ATE 

are subjects which are relegated as a sacred 
duty to the Government, and which strongly 
appeal to the aenso of juBtico and the 
sympathy of our people. Our Indians num- 
ber about 248,000 ; most of them are locuted 
on 101 reserves containing SO, 110. 531 acres 
of land. About 110,000 of these Indians 
have, to a large degree, adopted civilized 
customs ; lands in sovcrulty have been 
allotted to many of them. I am sure that 
secular educution and moral and religious 
learning must bo important factors in any 
elfort to save tho Indian and lead them to 
civilization. I beliove, too, the re- 
linquishment of tribal relations and 
the holding of land in severalty 
may, in favorable conditions, aid 
this consummation. The solution of the 
Indian problem depends very largely upon 
good administration. Tho personal fitness 
of their agents and their adaptability to 
the preliminary duty of caring for their 
wards is of the utmost importance. Tho 
law providing that, except in especial cases, 
army olliettrs shall lie detailed aa Indian 
agents it is hoped will prove a successful 
experiment. 1 especially commend to tho 
attention of Congress the statements con- 
tained in the secretary's report concerning 
forestry. Tho time has eomo when itlieient 
measures should bo taken for the 

PRESERVATION OF OUH I'OiiF.STS 

from iudiacriniinato and irrcmediablo de- 
struction. The report of tho Secretary of 
Agriculture will be found exceedingly inter- 
esting, especially to that largo part of our 
citizens intimately concerned in agricultural 
occupations. Tho continuod intelligent 
operation of tho civil aervico law and the in- 
ci easing approval by the peoplo of ita work- 
ings are most gratifying. Tho recent exten- 
sion of ita limitationa and regulationa to tho 
employes at free delivery post offices, which 
has been honestly and promptly accom- 
plished by the commission with tho hearty 
co-operalion of tho Postmaster-General, is 
an immensely important advance in tho use- 
fulness of tho system. I urn, if possible, 
more than ever convinced of tho incalculable 
benefits conferred by the civil Bervice law, 
not only in ita effects upon tho civil aer- 
vice, but also what is even moro important 
in its cliVet in olevating the touo of 
political life generally. Tho course of civil 
service reform in this country instructively 
and interestingly illustrates how strong a 
hold a movement gainB upon our peoplo 
which haa been undertaken in a sentiment 
of justice and right, and which at tho saino 
time promises better administration of gov- 
ernment. It seems to be directly inconsist- 
ent with tho character of this reform, as 
well as with its beat enforcement, to obligo 
tho commission to rely upon tho clorka for 
•details from other departments, I earnest- 
ly urge that tho clorks necessary to carry on 
■tho work of the commission bo regularly put 
upon its roster, and tho Bystem of obliging 
tho commissioner to roly upon tho aervices

of clerks belonging to other departments bo 
discontinued. 

ECONOMY IN PUliLIO EXPENDITURE 

is a duty that cannot consistently bo neg- 
lected by thoso entrusted with control of 
money drawn from tho public for public 
uses. After a hard struggle tariff reform in 
dipf ctly before us. Nothing bo important 
claims our attention, and nothing so clearly 
presents itself as both an opportunity to du- 
serve the gratitude of our fellow-citizens 
and a duty imposed upon us by our oft-re- 
peated professions and by the emphatic 
mandate of the people. After full discus- 
sion our count rymen have sooken in favor of 
this reform, and they have confided their 
work and its accomplishment to the hands 
of thoso who are solemnly pledged to it. 
Nothing should intervene to distract our 
attention or disturb our effort until this re- 
form is . accomplished by wise and care- 
ful legislation. While wo should 
staunchly adhere to the principle 
that only the necessity of revenue 
justifies tho imposition of tariff dues and 
other federal taxation, and that they should 
bo limited by strict economy, wo cannot 
close our eyea to tho fact that conditions 
have grown up amongst us which, in justice 
and fairness, call for discriminating e.ire in 
the district upon which duties and taxation 
fall as the emergencies of our Government 
actually demand. Manifestly, if wo are to aid 
the people directly through tariff reform, 
oue of its most obvious features should bo a 
reduction in present tatiff charges upon the 
necessaries of life. No less closely related 
to our people's safety and well being is the 
removal of restrictions upon the importa- 
tion of raw materials necessary to our 
manufactures. The world should bo open 
to our national ingenuity and enterprise. 
This cannot be while federal legislation, 
through the 

i m position or a man tariff, 

forbids to American manufacturers as 
cheap materials as those used by their com- 
petitors. It is quite obvious that the en- 
hancement of piicea of our manufactured 
products within our own borders is not only 
10 the direct disadvantage of our manufac- 
turers, but aleo increases their coat to our 
citizens. The interests of labor aro cer- 
tainly, though indirectly, ihcluded in this 
feature of the tariff systom. Tho sharp com- 
petition and struggle among our manufac- 
turers to supply the limited demand for 
their gooda soon fill tho narrow market to 
which they uro confined ; then follows a 
suspension of work in mills and factories, a 
diseliargoof employes, and distress in the 
homes of our workingmen. Even if the often 
disproved assertion could bo made good that 
a lower rate of wages would result from free 
raw matorials and low tariff duties, tho 
intelligence of our workingmen leads them 
quickly to discover that their steady em- 
ployment, permitted by free raw materials, 
is tho most important factor in their re- 
lation to tariff legislation. A measure has 
been prepared by the Congressional commit- 
tee embodying tarilf reform on the lines 
herein suggested, which will be promptly 
submitted for legislative action. It is the 
result of much patriotic and unselfish work, 
and I believe it deals with the subject con- 
sistently and as thoroughly as existing 
conditions permit. I am satisfied that 
the reduced tariff duties provided for in tho 
proposed legislation, added to existing in- 
ternational revenue taxation, will, in the 
near future, though porhaps directly, pro- 
duce sufficient revenue to meet the needs of 
the government. 

In conclusion, my intenso feeling of 
responsibility impolled me to invoke for tho 
manifest interests of a generous and con- 
fiding people tho moat scrupulous care, and 
to pledge my willing support to every legis- 
lative effort for the advancement of the 
greatness and prosperity of our beloved 
country.

They say tho business of the com- 
pany is paralyzed, that tho road cannot 
afford to keep up the strike, and that the 
numerous wrecks caused by " green " hands 
causing freight and passenger traffic to drop 
off, will, they aay, bring the company to 
terma at an early date. 

THE SUGAK SCHEDULE. 

.Senators from Sugar States said to be Opposed 
to the Proposal. 

WASHINGTON, Dee. I. — A prominent 
Southern senator is understood to have aaid 
that a vigorous fight will be made on tho sugar 
schedule as reported by the Ways and Means 
committee when the bill comes before the sen- 
ate. From what be said it can bo assumed 
that tho senatorafromsagarstates will oppose 
endorsement of the bounty system and will 
fight to tho bitter end tho tariff that haa 
been fixed upon sugar. The Senator stated 
that an effort would bo made in tho Senate 
to change this so that tho bounty feature 
could bo eliminated and a tax of not lesa 
than one and three-eighths centa placed 
upon refined sugar and one and three-quar- 
ter cents upon raw Bugar.

Further Deferred. 



The Council met last evening, Mayor 
Beaven presiding, and all tho members 
proEent. 

Au>. Robertson, rising to a question of 
privilege, inquired why certain roturna 
askod for by resolution of the Council two 
mouths ago, relating to tho Local Im- 
provement by-law, wero not forthcoming. 

The Mayok ropliod that ho know nothing 
whatever about them. 

A long letter by H. Maurice Hills, written 
from tho Wilson hotel, contained thejeom- 
plaint that tho writer had on Saturday 
evening called at the public library and pre- 
sented a card entitling him to the privileges 
of tho library, but was informed by tho 
librarian that he was too busy to attend to 
any new applicant that evening. 

Al.n BklyEA moved, seconded by Aid. 
McKillican, that the letter be received and 
filed, the mover holding that tho wording of 
tho communication was bo discourteoua that 
it ought to receive no attention. 

Alp Styles moved in amendment, sec- 
onded by Aid. Baker, that tho letter be re- 
ferred to the Library co.nniitteo for report. 
Carried, 

M. MoKinnon wroto complaining that his 
property at Spring Ridgo was covered with 
water, which bad overflowed from corpora- 
ation drains. Peferred to aoworugo com- 
mittee. 

S. Perry Mills reported that some ono 
acting on behalf of the corporation had dug 
a trench through his lot at Fowl Bay with- 
out his concent or any necessity for bo doing. 
Hu asked mat the trench be at once prop- 
erly filled up. Referred to tho Streeta com- 
mittee. 

The Single Tax Club applied for the use 
of tho City Hall for a public meeting on 
Tuesday tho l'Jth inst. Granted. 

A report from the Finance committee re- 
commending appropriations for various pur- 
poses, including several new sidewalka, 
brought from Aid. Bragg a complaint that 
tho Streets committee had been iguored. 

Ald. Munn pointed out that tho Streets 
conimitteo had presented a report in favor 
of the work, else the Financu committee 
would not have recommended tho appro- 
priation. This talk of tho Finance commit- 
tee running tho Council was, ho said, all 
humbug, and auyono who knew beans know 
that. 

The report was adopted. 

A report from the Financo committee was 
preseutod, recommending, amongst other 
things, the appropriation of §10,000 for tho 
purchase of eleven acres of lund adjoining 
tho Bite of the isolation hospital. 

Ald. Harris thought it might be advisa- 
ble to keep this money in hand in case 
another epidemic of any kind should break 
out. When the matter came up in commit- 
tee ho had favored tho idea because ho 
thought the site would bo a desirable ono 
for tno Oh! Men's Home, but he had doubts 
now whether out of the health appropriation 
it would bo lawful to buy a site for the home. 
He thought it would be well to keep aomo 
money on hand for an emergency. 

Ald. BltAHO moved that that part of the 
report referring to the purchase of land be 
ioid over until Aid. McKillican's motion in 
regard to the matter b6 dealt with. Ho 
dwelt upon tho necessity for keeping some 
money in hand, and said that to make the 
purchase proposed would be to turn the 
Council into a speculative concern, He 
wanted to know why it was that tho Mayor 
was so anxious to buy this property. 

Tim Mayok— Aid. Bragg, you're incor- 
rect. 

Ald. BrAOO said it had always appeared 
to him that the Mayor was extremely 
anxious about the matter. Ho might have 
good motives— no doubt ho had — but it 
waa certainly truo that ho had been anxious 
in the matter. 

The Mayor said what ho had proposed 
was to buy tli.ee aces, not eleven acres, for 
which, at tho suggestion of somebody else, 
he had been authorized to make an offer. 

Ald. Baker seconded the motion and 
spoke against the purchase. He thought 
the money might be better applied to the 
purchase of scows and a tugboat to carry 
away garbage, und thua save a constu.it 
heavy expense. Ho aaw a notice 
on the board proposing to lease to 
the man from whom it waa purchased, 
about one-half the land at a nominal rental, 
which waa another strange thing. Ah to 
thu suggestion that the Old Men's Home 
should be placed there he would object to 
placing audi an institution ao near the hos- 
pital. 

Ald Robertson said he hud gone to Bee 
the property and found, to his surprise, that 
Mr. Sere had built a bouse juat as close as 
he could to the hospital. Hia idea seemed 
to be to compel the city to buy it, but he 
would not bo able to claim any damages as 
ho had built the house after ho know what, 
tho hospital whs for. He thought it would 
be better to put the money in the bunk, 
where it would increase in value faster than 
tho property would. 

Tho MAYOR said it seemed strange that 
Aid. Robertson should apeak in this way, 
when it was only two weeks sinco ho had 
voted to authorize the odor of 510,000 to 
Mr. Sote. 

Ald MoKillioan said that, having aut.li- 
ized tho Mayor to malto thia oiler, the 
Council wero in honor bound to stand by 
tho instructions then given. The action 
taken would show whether the members of 
the Council were men or not men. He con- 
sidered the property a neceaaity, and ad- 
vised the purchase. 

Ald. Henderson aaid Mr. Si re had re- 
fused the offer made by the Mayor, und had 
made another oiler himself, which was now 
before t he Council. 

Ald Harris said he also understood that 
Mr. Sore had refused the offer, and that 
that had ended tho mutter. He asked how it 
hud come up again. 

The Mayor aaid the understanding of the 



meeting at which Mr. Soie's reply had been 
reported waa that the matter should bo left 
over for a week. It waB left over and this 
further report was tho reBult. 

Al.n BAKER asked who waa working this 
thing up. If it waB not tho Mayor it must 
bo some of the aldermen. 

Tit". Mayor — I suppose you must ba ex- 
cused, Aid- Baker, if you don't understand 
the English language. 

Ald Baker — It would take a wiser head 
than mine, Vour Worship, to understand 
you. 

The report was laid over, in accordance 
with Aid. Bragg'a motion. 

Ald. Baker inquired about a communi- 
cation which bad been Bent in by tho rate- 
payers on tho Oakland estate 

The Mayor repliod that it would be tak- 
en up in the propor order. 

Ald. Styles, spouking on another report 
from tho Finance committee, advocated ex- 
tending tho Cook street surfuce drain to tho 
sou, thua doing away with the strange 
spectacle of a four-foot nine-inch drain 
emptying into a fif teen-inch pipo. 

Ald. Henderson said that after the Men- 
zies street drain waa built there would, ho 
thought, bo enough left to go on with the 
Cook atreet drain. 

The Mayor Baid ho would like to know 
who it wus had authorized the emptying of 
a -1 ft. 9 in. drain into a 15 inch pipe. The 
idea certainly was to cirry the drain out to 
tho sea. 

Ald. Baker assured Hia Worship that ho 
(Aid. Buker) hud not given tho authority, 
though ho waa chairman ut tho timo. He 
thought the Engineer must be reaponaible. 

Ald. Belyra said tho Work estate drain 
waa going to coat a good deal more than 
estimated, but ho thought that oven so there 
would be enough money left to extend the 
Cook street drain to the Bea. 

The report was adopted. 

Another report from the Finance comn.it- 
tdo recommended an appropriation of $250 
for lowering tho aower on Cormorant atreet. 
Adopted. 

A report from the Finance committee re- 
commended that $.">() bo paid to Contractor 
Macdonald for work performed on tho 
Spring Ridge sewer contract before it was 
stopped by order of tho Supremo court. 
Carried. 

A report from tho firo wardens asked 
authority to contract with the Esquimah 
Water WorksCo. for the placingof u number 
of hydrants in Victoria Wost, at a rental 
of S-i a month for ouch hydrant, tho water 
for lire protection purposes to be furnished 
free of further churgo. 

Ald. Belyea thought the attention of the 
lire wardens should be called to the fact 
that in the southeastern portion of tho city, 
eaat of Moss street and south of Cadboro 
Bay road, there is three-q uarl era of a mil- 
lion dollars worth of property, and not a 
hydrant within serviceable distance of any 
house. 

Al.n. Muss aaid Beveral of the new 
hydrants recently ordered would bo placed 
there. 

The report waa adopted. 

Tho Pslice committee's roport on the 
award of tho clothing contracts was 
adopted. 

The Streets committee recommended that 
the application for tho ropaynient of the 
coat of a wooden sidewalk round the Five 
Sisters' block bo granted us Boon aa tho 
asphalt sidewalk there ia repaired to the 
engineer's satisfaction. Adopted. 

A report from the Sewerugo committee 
waa adopted with the excoption of recom- 
mendation respecting Speed's avenue and 
Menzies streot, which stood ovor as no ap- 
propriation had been made by the Finance 
committee. 

Tenders for preparing and grading a road- 
way on tho isolation hospital grounds were 
opened and found to be aa followH : Geo. 
Snider §110, Robert Mason §138.75, A. 
Molnnis SU9 75, L.Claire $175, J. Mat- 
thews §200, John Haggerty $->\0, Wm. 
Johns f.'lOO. Rjferred to the City F.igineer 
to award tho contract to tho lowest reapon- 
aible tenderer having complied with the 
conditions. 

Chief Deasy, of tho firo department, re- 
ported recommending tho purchaso of a 
steam engine, a chemical engine, and fire 
hoao, und also tho employment of another 
permauenl man to take the place of the man 
put in charge of tho Kingston street firo 
hall. Rf ferred to the lire wardens. 

The monthly report of the market in- 
apector was adopted. 

A letter from Cel. E. G. Prior, M.P., ac- 
knowled the receipt of the resolution 
of tho Council respecting tho pow- 
dor magazine, and Btated that he 
had been unable to find tho cause of de- 
lay in removing it, but had written to Ot- 
tawa about the matter. 

Ald. Mr/NN aaid the chief of tho firo de- 
partment had sent a communication to the 
lire wardens, calling attention to the quan- 
tity of powder stored there, and the ward- 
ens having written to Col. Peters, tho D. A. 
G., had got soma information on the mat- 
ter. They had ascertained that the maga- 
zine and Beacon Hill park wero to b« turned 
over to tho Royal Artillery upon their 
arrival horo, but that for the present they 
wero in charge of tho Admiral, with whom 
the lire wardens had been advised to com- 
municate, 

ALD. BELYKA moved that tho attention of 
the Admirul be culled to tho matter, and 
that he bo respoctfully requested to have 
tho powder removed immediately. Car- 
ried. 

B. Williams, secretary of tho School 
Board, wrote asking for the lines of Douglas 
street, opposite tho North Ward school, ao 
that the fencing could bo proceeded with.

PROFESSOR TYNDALL. 



Death of the Eminent Hcioutist ami 
Discoverer — Hia Career 
Briefly Outlined. 

Born of Poor Parents He Attains the 
Highest Pinnacle 
of Fmue. 



London, Dec. i. — Prof. John Tyndall, 
L.L.D., F.R.S., died to-night at his house, 
in Haalemore, County of Surrey. He had 
long been ailing, and recently his vitality 
had decreased steadily. His death was 
hastened hy a severe cold. Ho wus born 
about 1820, in tho village of Leighlin- 
bridge, near Carlow, Ireland. His parents 
were in very humble circumstances, but 
gave him the best education in their powor, 
and sent him to a school where he acquired 
a sound knowledge of inathemetics. At the 
ago of 19 he joined in the capacity of " civil 
ussiatant " a division of the Ordinance Sur- 
vey which was stationed in his native town. 
In 1841 he was engaged by a firm in Man- 
chester, and tor about three yoara waa em- 
ployed in engineering operations in con- 
nection with railways. 

In 18-IS, having become aci|Uuinted with 
Ur. Frunkland, resident chemist to Queen- 
wood College, Hampshire, in which ho had 
been a teacher, tho two repaired to tho 
University of Marburg, in Hesse, Caesel, 
where they studied under liunseu and other 
emtDent professors. Afterwards ho prose- 
cuted hia researchea in tho laborutory of 
Magnus, P.erliu. In 1853 ho was chosen 
l'rofeasor of Natural Philosophy iu the Royal 
InBtitution of Great Britain, succeeding Prof. 
Faraduy, aa superintendent. He joined 
Prof. Huxley in a visit to the glaciers of 
Switzerland in 18">6, returning there in 
1857, I808 and 18.VJ, in which latter year 
he recommenced hia researches 011 radiaut 
heat. He received numerous academic 
honors and in 187- went on a lecturing tour 
in tho United States, in tho courBe of 
which ho delivered thirty-live lectures, 
which returned him §2.'!, 100, which, after 
paying expenses, left a fund of over §13,- 
000. Thia, before leaving for Europe, he 
placed in tho bunds of a committee, who weto 
authorized to expend the interest in aid of 
" atudenta who devote themselves to ori- 
ginal research " 

On the occasion of hia receiving the hon- 
orary degree of D.C L from the University 
of Oxford, June 18, 187.1, Ur. Ileurtley, Mar- 
garet Professor of Divinity, protested 
iigainat the proceeding on tho ground that 
l'rofeasor Tyndall " hud signalized himself 
by writing against and denying tho credi- 
bility of miracles and the eflioacy of 
prayer, thus contravening the whole 
tenor of that book which, with 
its open page incribed ' Dominus 
illuminatio mcu,' the University still 
hours us her device, and therefore still pro- 
fesses to acknowledge ua her guide." The 
professor was a voluminous writer, some of 
Ilia works and lectures having boon regarded 
us calculated to unsettle religious belief. 
Prof. Tyndall married, in 187G, Louisa 
Claud Hamilton, eldest daughter of Lord 
and Lady Claud Hamilton.
